SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled T-shirt also known as Goldilocks T-Shirt is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a white cotton T-shirt. On the front of the T-shirt is a cartoon 
depicting a blonde woman in a red dress tied to a bed. At the foot of the bed is a line 
of humanised bears wearing sexual and menacing expressions. A large speech bubble 
appears above one of the bears. 

The T-shirt has the effect of upholding and normalising gang-rape as well as 
presenting sexual violence as appropriate comic material. The T-shirt also cheapens 
the seriousness of sexual violence and its consequences, and would negatively affect 
victims of sexual violence. The T-shirt subsequently tends to promote and support the 
use of violence to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
taken into account in determining this classification. The T-shirt falls under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, it is deemed to be 
objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to freedom 
of expression set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. However, in relation to this publication, 
the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
